THE SOUTHERN WHEAT BELT. 

Sr. Louis, Mareh 22.—([Special.}——Reports 
from the wheat crop in Southern Lilinois are 
conflicting, but those best posted state that 
there has been serious damage to the early- 
sown wheat from the Hessian fly, and to the 
late-sown wheat from the recent severe 
changes in the weather. Some farmers are 
plowing up the wheat and will put in oats or 
corn. A few warm days will alone develop 
the extent of the damage. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Reports from Southern Illinois concerning 
the wheat crop are very conflicting. A 
gentleman who yfrom a trip 
through this dis roports at least 25 per 
cent damage now, and, should there be no 
rain within the next week, claims that the 
damage will be at least 40 per cent. Other 
parties deny this report, and claim that the 
damage, if any, will be very light. One 
large grain firm here says that their advices 
from Southern Llinois report the wheat in 
very dad condition, but advices from all 
other points are very favorable. 

EDGAR COUNTY. 

Parts, III., March 22.—[Special.]—There 
are many conflicting reports in regard to the 
condition of the winter-wheat crop, and 
nothing certain can be given in this county 
until we have a good rain and about a week 
of warm, sunny weather, which will bring 
the blades to une surface.

Committee seemed Inclined to stick by Mr. 
Crane, they intimated that in order to secure 
harmony and beat Harrison they would drop 
him and agree oh some one suggested by the 
other committee, provided he were a first- 
class man. 3 

The Conference Committee insisted on 
having a Republican whose Republicanism 
was beyond question, and ati a quarter of 4 
o’clock they withdrew and held a caucus for 
three-quarters of an hour. On their return 
they recommended E. G. Keith, T. W. Har- 
vey, or Peter Schuttler.

eral impression appeared to be that by to- 
night the straight Republicans will come 
around to him, and recommend his name to 
the convention. At the meeting this after- 
noon some new names may be presented. 
Nothing was said yesterday about nominees 
for the other offices, everybody being anxious 
to decide on a Mayor first, Who shall he be ? 
being the hardest question to answer. 


The General Opinicen Begarding the 
Situation. 

The general impression yesterday was that 
the Republican Convention had acted with 
great wisdom in pursuing the course it did, 
and that everything indicated that there 
would be harmony of action between the 
representatives of that party and the gentie- 
men who are at the head of the citizens’ 
movement. It was the belief that, while Mr. 
Orane might not be the nominee, yet in case 
he was not selected some man equally strong 
would be agreed upon as the person to make 
the race against Harrison and misgovern- 
ment. 

The Democrats were by no means pleased 
by the turn affairs had taken, for they bad 
been firm in the belief that the conven- 
tion would nominate some one 
beside Crane, t as a con- 
sequence there would be two tickets 
in the field, in which case they would be as- 
stirred of an easy Victory. Some of them pro- 
fessed to be of good cheer, and said that this 
whole conference business was a scheme on 
the part of some of the machine Republicans 
to get Crane outof the way,in order that 
they might put up one of their own men 
without subjecting themselves to blame for 
having divided the ferces of the opposition 
to Harrison. But there did not seem to be 
many of them of this way of thinking, and 
on the whole the feeling on all sides was that 
if the Republicans kept on as well as they 


had begun they would put a ticket in the 


field that would sweep everything before it. 


The Thirteenth Ward Warm for High 
License. 

The high-license movement assumed an 
important aspect at a meeting of citizens of 
the Thirteenth Ward held at Benz’s Hall 
last night. At the apaointed time for open- 
ing the meeting the hail and stairways lead- 
ing thereto were jammed with auditors, and 
many were crowaig about at such a dis- 
tance from the speakers that it was impos- 
sible for them to hear anything., It was es- 
timated that theré could not have been less 
than 500 people present. 

Mr. S. M. Booth was elected Chairman, 
and after reading the call briefly stated the 


object of the meeting, which he said 
wis to protest by their presence 


against the election of Mr. John W. Lyke, 


who was avowedly the candidate of the 
saloonkeepers, and bound to do their bid- 
ding. He called attention to the state of the 
city in reference to saloons, and the louse 
manner in which they were granted licenses, 
and said present movement was to make 
an attempt to remedy the existing evils, Mr.

The Cicgarmakers—Predictions of the 
Great Strike of May 1 at Cincinuati 
and Elsewhere. * 
CINCINNATI, O., March 22.— [Special. — 

The cigar manufacturers of this city antici- 

pate a strike among their men about May 1, 

the date the new tariff goesinto effect. The 

union held a meeting last night to consider 
the matter.

THE TREASURY. 
MONEY IS NOT 8O PLENTY AS IT HAS BEEN 
—THE BANKERS’ TAX-—-NO BOND CALL. 

Wasaineton, D. C., March 22.—[Special.] 
—The Treasury of the United States has re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General the question 
whether under the new Tax and Tariff law 
banks are required to pay taxes between the 
periods of Jan. 1 and March 3, 1883, aecord- 
ing to the old law. The Treasurer, who is 
charged with collecting a part of this tax, is 
of opinion that the banks are liable. The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, who col- 
lects the tax on private bankers, has the same 
view, but neither of these officials care to as- 
sume the responsibility of assessing the tax 
without first having obtained the opinion of 
the Attorney-General. The banks, of course, 
insist that they are not required to pay. It 
unquestionably was not the intention of the 
tramers of the.law to give the banks such 
exceptional privileges, but as a matter of 
fact they are likely to derive more benefit 
from the act than any other corporations or 
the people. 


NO BOND-CALLS. 

Secretary Folger was compelled at last to 
surrender some of his authority, and really 
intrusted Assistant-Secretary French to 
decide whether or not e condition 
of the Treasury. would warrant 
additional . bond-calls during the fiscal 
year, or the anticipation of the payment of 
anv of the called bonds due May 1. The 
Treasury experts in the warrant division and 
United States Treasurer’s office this after- 
noon handed to Judge French the report of 
their examinntion into the assets and _liabili- 
ties of the Treasury for the remainder of the 
tiscal year. Their report was for the private 
information of the Secretary, and application 


for the details of it was denied, put it is

There is already a notable reduction in 
internal revenue, and there will not prob- 
ably be any improvement until after the full 
effect of the new law shall be manifest. 
The circular of the department discontinu- 
ing thé exchange of the 26 per cent bonds 
for the 3 per cents was issued in order to 
enable the loan officials to prepare the 
schedules in the interest of the 4 per cents 
that is to be anticipated. Commissioner 
Dudley today said that he was quite confi- 
dent that his payment for pensions would 
reach $100,000,000 by July 1. 

FOLGER’S HEALTH. 

Secretary Folger, meanwhile, reluctant as 
he may be to relinquish his offieial duties. 
will undoubtedly be compelled to do so fora 
period, on account of his health, but he has 
no intention of retiring from the Treasury. 

The decision of Judge Lawrence, first 
Controller of the Treasury, that there is no 
appropriation from which the rebate upon 
tobacco can be paid, is final, so that the most 
that tobacco-dealers can do is to make good 
their claims under the new law and trust to 
Congress to make the appropriation next 
winter. 

Secretary Folger has been worse today, 
although some of his friends assert the con- 
trary. The fact is, the question of his aban- 
don all work for some time has become a 
very serious one. His physicians are of but 
one opinion. If their advice is followed, the 
Secretary will Jeave the work of the depart- 
ment to his subordinates for some time, for 
there seems to be no desire on his part to re- 
sign. There is much regret here at 
his physical condition, as Judge Fol- 
ger has been regarded by public 
men who know him best as one 
of the ablest in the Administration. His 
troubles have arisen trom a conscientious 
attempt to give personal attention to all ma t- 
ters of consequence. This has greatly over- 
taxed him, and, at the same time, has lead to 
serious delays in business. His — sees Sys- 
tem has, through his close application to 
work when he should have had lute rest, 
received a very severeshock. It is now even 
doubtful whether rest will restore him very 
speedily. Some of his medical advisers have 
gone se far as to warn him that, if he persists 
in attempting té perform the duties of his 
office, they will not be responsible for the 
copsequences, 

DECISION OF JUDGE LAWRENCE AGAINST 
PAYING THE TOBACCO REBATES. 

„The act of Congress to reduce internal 
revenue taxation aud :or other purposes 
approved Mareh 3, 1883, does not make an 
appropriation ef money for the payment of 
claims for rebate authorized 2 Sect. 4 
of said act. The statute authorizes pay- 
ment of claims for rebate to manufacturers 
in stamps at the reduced rate therein pro- 
vided, but no such provision for payment is 
made to dealers in tobacco, snuff, cigars, 
cheroots and cigarets. On March 8, 1883, 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue ad- 
dressed a letter to the First Controller, in 
which. he called attention to Sect. 4 of 
the act to reduce internal revenue taxation, 
and said: 

The question arises whether this act of itself, 
or in copnection with existing laws, operates as 
an appropriation of the money necessary to pay 
the claims which may be presented. It will be 
observed that the law provides thai such rebate 
to manufacturers may be paid in stamps at the 
reduced rate, and this part of the law I would 
regard of sufficient authority for me to settle 
such claims with the manufacturers. It would 
seem that it was not the intention of Congress 
treat dealers in manyfactured tobacco with a 
less generous spirit than the manufacturers. As 
these claims will necessarily pass turougu your 
office, it is your province, unaer the law, to de- 
cide whether or not there be an appropriation 
to pay them.

FUGITIVE WHISKY. 
THE PLAN PURSUED TO ESCAPE TAXATION. 
WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Maren 22.—|Globe- 
Democrat.|—Mr. John D. Pratt, of Chicago, 
Secretary of the Distillers’ Association, is in 
the city looking after some technicalities in- 
volved in the export of whisky. He esti- 
mates that the distillers will export about 
200,000 barrels of goods, which must be with- 
drawn from warehouse in order to avoid 
paying tax of 90 cents per lon. It is 
understood that most of it will go to Ber- 
muda, where storage is cheap and safety is 
guaranteed under British laws. Some ot 
this whisky, it is said, will not be stored 
abroad at all, but simply be exported and 
brought right back for entry ipto the cus- 
toms warehouse, where it may remain a year 
without payment of the tax. in addition to 
the saving of the tax a 5 adds 
greatly to the value of the whis * 
Pratt says that a year and a half may be con- 
sidered the maximum time for the expo 
whisky to remain abroad, while most of it 
will pot be gone that long, and will return to 
take the place of cheap compound whiskies 
in the market. It is reported that a New 
York man is about to erecta warehouse in 
Bermuda for the storage of the fugitive 
whisky during its sojourn abroad.

RECKLESS SPECULATION. 


A New York church Warden and Trus- 
tee Swamped by Uniortunate Ventures 
on the Stock Board. 

Troy, N. T., March 22.—[{Special. |— 

Rumors have been in circulation for a few 

days to the effect that Horace W. Day, of 


| Lansingburg, trustee of the Tater estate, had 


defaulted in his trust to the extent of about 
$16,000. Stories were also current that Mr. 
Day had impaired the finances of the Epis- 
copal church of that village, of which he was 
Warden, and of the Lansingburg Academy, 
of which institution he was a Trustee, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer. The cause assigned 
for Mr. Day's alleged defalcation was 
that he had lost heavily by specu- 
lation in New Jersey Central Rail 
road stock. It was learned this morning 
that Mr. Day has been dabbling in the rail- 
road stocks, and tha: of the $20,000 belonging 
to the estate $16,000 had been invested in New 
Jersey Central from time to time until the 
estate was wrecked by the unfortunate vent- 
ures. Mr. Day was President of the Lau- 
singburg Bank. At the time of its failure in 
March, 1879, he held $10, stock in the in- 
stitution, and after the Keceiver was appoint- 
ed received about $5,000 as his proportion of 
the bank’s assets. This he is also said to 
have invested in the same speculation as the 
‘trust funds and lost also. As Treasurer of 
the Academy Mr. Day held $8,000 in Jersey 
City, New York City, and other bonds. He 
states that these bonds are safe, but a com- 
mittee of the Trustees has been appointed 
for investigation, It is generally believed 
the bonds are still in his possession: There 
appears to be no foundation for the story in 


regard to the chitch moneys, although Mr. 


Day has resigned his position as Warden of 
the church. Hehas made restitution to the 
Tater estate by transferring to his daughter- 
in-law, an heir of the estate, his private resi- 
dence, valued at about $12,000. The un- 
fortunate man is 65 years old, and is nowa 
bankrupt. Ie is one of the prominent resi- 
dents ot this section. 


UNDERGROUND RAILROAD. 


Sale of John Rrown’s Famous Wagon. 
West Liperry, Ia., March 22.—[Special. |— 
A public sale at Pedee, the well- 
known Quaker settlement a few miles 
north of here, revived an unusual 
interest in John Brown. It will be 
remembered that Brown made Pedee a ren- 
dezvous before he started on his death mis“ 
sion. It was here that he made his most im- 
portant haltin the Underground Railroad 
that extended from Missouri to Canada. Ne- 
groes were hauled by wagon from the slave 
territory to Pedee, and then shipped at night 
from this town to Chicago by rail. The 
large Quaker element at fPedee and 
at this point made Brown’s work compara- 
tively easy, considering the danger at other 
points. Brown himself conducted many 
parties across the prairies and saw them 
safely on the cars. ‘This underground route 
was the most important one west ot the Mis- 
sissippi, and hundreds of negroes “ patron- 
ized it. They had some assistance along 
the line, but they never felt safe until they 
reached this terminus of the overland jour- 


ney. When Brown opened the Underground | 
Road the

new wagon, a regular prairie schooner,”’ 
which Brown received with joy, and fitted out 
for through passenger business.

For several days Mr. John Hossack, of Otta- 
wa, III., has been visiting his son, a mer- 
chant in this city.

Introduction Westerday ag Lafayette, 

Ind., of Testimony Intended to Dam- 
‘ age Her Character. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 22.—[Special.]— 
An animated discussion took place in court 
this morning over the admission of evidence 
in the Gougar-Mandler case. The defense 
brought Mrs. Robert C. Gregory upon the 
stand, and sought to question her as to what 
she had seen at the Battle Ground temper- 
ance meeting about four years ago. The 
plaintiff combatted the admission of this 
evidence, claiming that it was not in re- 
buttal of anything brought out by them, 
and because it was irrelevant to the case at 
the bar. The Judge let it in. Mrs. Gregory 
testified to seeing Capt. Wallace and Mrs. 
Gougar come out of the camp-meeting 
grounds, pass down the lane, down the hill, 
aud disappear from view. They were gone 
from one-half to three-quarters of an hour, 
when she saw Mrs. Gougar come back alone. 

William Gregory, her son, certified that he 
saw the twain pass down thie bluff and away 
from the grounds and disappear from sight; 
that he was watering his horse, which was 
restless; thatin about an hour and ten min- 
utes he saw Wallace returning, walking 
rapidly, and pass down to the railway plat- 
form, where he met two or three young 
girils,andwith them returned to the battlefield, 
while Mrs. Gougar came back leisurely and 
passed in the gate to the camp-ground, 
which was directly north. He was cross- 
examined closely, and, while disclaiming hos- 
tility toward Wallace, said he had, although 
u Republican, worked against his election 
last fall. ; 

The next witness was a Mrs. Holmes, from 
Williamsport, lnd., and her testimony was in 
direct contradiction of Capt. Wallace and 
Mrs. Gougar. It was in evidence that on 
Mrs. G.’s return from a month’s visit and 
tour in Nebraska last fail she came home on 
Sunday, Oct. 1. Two witnesses testified to 
secing Wallace with her on the train at Til- 
ton, a station near Danville, and the Captain 
himself stated that he had been to Danville 
to consult with Jesse Harper witha view of 
seeing if he (Harper) could not aid him 
(Wallace) in getting the votes of the Green- 
backers in ‘Tippecanoe County, Wallace 
being the nominee of the Republicans for 
the State Senate. The plaintiff’s side 
alleged that the meeting was purely acci- 
dental, and Capt. Wallace said he had no in- 
timation that Mrs. Gougar was on the train 
until he himseif get on. Mrs. Holmes testi- 
fies that she had been on a visit to her moth- 
er, near renee, LiL, and was returnmg to 
her home at*Williamsport. When she got 
into the car at Sidney she says she saw Capt. 
Wallace and Mrs. Gougar’ occupymg a seat 
there. The significance of the testimony is 
that Sidney is twenty-five or thirty miles 
west of the point where the Captain says he 
got on, and of the station where he says he 
had gone on business with Harper. 

Mrs. Harriet Holmes could not be shaken 
in eross- examination. She did not see Wal- 
lace after the train left Danville. 

Mrs. Gougar says she doesn't remember

tified.

CREMATORY FIRES. 


Enciveration of the Eighteenth Body at 
the Le Moyne Furnace ig Pcnnsylva- 
nia. 

WASHINGTON, Pa., March 22.—[Special.]— 
John L. Dye, the fireman, lighted the’ creina- 
tory fires yesterday morning preparatory to 
the incineration of the remains of Charles 
Soehner, of Indianapolis, Ind. Deceased 
was apparently well until Tuesday morning 
last, when he was suddenly stricken with 
paralysis, dying in a short time, aged 67 
years. Arrangements were immediately 
made for the cremation of the body, it being 
his request. Mr. Soehner accompanied the 
remains of Dr. Konradin Homburg, also of 
that city, to this place in the sprime of 1881, 
where they were disposed of by incineration. 
Cliarles:Soehner Jr., son of the deceased. 
withtwo friends, Messrs. Frank Fertig and 
Charles Greglo, left Indianapolis with the 
corpse lastevening at 5 o’clock, arriving at 
the crematory at 11:30 a. m. today. The 
body was dressed in a black shroud and in- 
closed in a handsome walnut casket, upon 
the top of which lay a most beautiful wreath 
of natural flowers. ‘The remains were lifted 
froin the casket, and, after being wrapped in 
a sheet saturated with alum water and laid 


in the iron crib, were slid quickly into the 


retort. The heavy lid was fastened, and the 
process of incineration began before the hour 
ef noon had arrived. Cremation is getting 
to be quite an old song here, this being the 
eighteenth, and it is unnecessary to give the 
different stages of the burning. In two 
hours the body was satisfactorily reduced to 
ashes. The gentlemen who came with the 
corpse left town this evening on their return 
to Indianapolis. The ashes will be shipped 
on Saturday to the son of the deceased. Mr. 
Soehner was a native of Baden. In 1849 he 
was identified with theR evolution.

MORTALITY AMONG FLOOD SUFFERERS. 

Dr. E. S. Elder, medical attendant on the 
recent trip down the Ohio Rivér of Gov. Por- 
ter and the Board of Trade Relief Committee, 
reports that along the river from Lawrence- 
burg to Cairo, III., exclusive of New Albany 
and Jeffersonville and that immediate vicin- 
ity, the flood overflowed 23,741 people: of 
these 2,310 subsequently sickened, and 220 
died.

WHEATON MURDER TRIAL. 


Testimony of a Bamaging Character to 
the Prisouner—The Latter 
General Denial. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., March 22,—jSpecial.]— 

There was another crowded court-room this 

morning at the opening of court, The 

W heaton-O’ Neil murder case was continued 

and lasted all day, with a night session. 

Daniel O’ Keefe, guard at Michigan City Pen- 

itentiary, in which Wheaton had been con- 

fined four years for highway robbery at 

Logansport, swore that Wheaton had tried 

to work him. Wheaton want *Keefe 

to go to Logansport, get a certain written 
statement signed by parties there, promising 
them asum of money, and to skip out with 
the statement without paying them. Witnéss 
was not allowed to swear what wasin the 
paper that Wheaton wanted signed. It 
leaked out that the paper was a declaration 
that certain parties knew nothing of Whea- 


ton's being connected with O’Neil’s murder. 


Wheaton said it was to hedge against false 
testimony that might be obtained for money. 
Frank Rowell, policeman and former jailer 


‘in McLean County Jail when Wheaton was 


there, swore that in an interview at the jail 
Wheaton said to his-wife: * You have not 


been a true wife to me; you have put the 


halter around my neck and did what you 
said you wouldn’t”; also, that at Michigan 
City Wheaton told him his. wife and Jim 
O’Neil put up a job to poison his coffee so 
that they could marry. 

Sarah Jane Smith, mother of Mrs. Whea- 
ton, swore: “ While visiting Wheaton heard 
Wheaton say at breakfast, as O’ Neil passed, 
‘Theré’s the —— — — —— now, and I’ll 
kill him.’” Mrs. S. said, “* No, 4 
She is from Logansport, and had lived in 
that city, Kentland, Rensaeller, and Elkhart, 
Ind., and in Watseka, Chatsworth, and 
Alton, III. After the murder, while Mrs. 
Wheaton was with me, Wheaton came. My 
daughter said: “You know you_ killed 
O'Neil?” and he said, “Yes, and [ll kill

Henry Jones, ex-City Marshal of Normal, 
was present at the interview between Whea- 
ton and his wife, related by Rowell. Whea- 


ton kissed his wife through the grating, and. 
said: That's my first kiss through the bars;

William Albertson, the convict who had 
talked with Wheaton. at Michigan City, 
arrived today, and swore that Wheaton had 
said he killed O’Neil. The prosecution here

‘They intro- 
duced a number of witnesses to show that it 
was a physical impossibility for Wheaton to 
have been present when O’Neil was mur- 
dered. Wheaton was put on the stand, and 
testified in a cool, collected, and straightfor- 
ward manner. He denied every accusation 
made agaiust him, and on exoss- examination 
was not contradicted in the least.

Applications are daily being received by the 
Dominion Government for warehouse priv- 
ileges, in connection with which some rather 
amusing inquiries have been and continue to 
be made regarding the possibility of evading 
the law by importing in smaller packages 
than the law admits of. One dealer wants to 
know if by lashime three forty-five-gallon 
packages together his whisky will not be ad- 
mitted into Canada as if in one package con- 
taining 100 gallons, the lowest limit of law 
unless in bottles. It is a well-known fact 
that in the majority of cases whisky 
distillers are largely indebted to 
United States banks, and that for 
advances the banks hald the Government's 
bonding certificates, which, if they allow the 
whisky to be exported toa foreign country, 
are valueless. An effort is now made 
in the interests of distillers who are unable 
to meet their obligations to the banks to 
transfer to Canadian banks, in event of the 
goods being exported to Canada, the lien 
now held by banks of the United States.

Mr. rrison has withheld his annual 
message as Mayor to the very eve of the city 
election—not to assist his chances for a third- 
term nomination, for he thinks he controls 
that absolutely, but in order to aid in his 
reéiection. It is not strange, therefore, tnat 
the message is more of acampaign docu- 
ment than on official exhibit. Like most 
campaign documents, Mr. Harrison’s mes- 
sage strains after points and exposes many 
weak places. 

The defense Mr. Harrison makes of the 
economy of his two Administrations does 
not dispose of the obvious comment that he 
has spent all the money the law authorized 
the City Government to collect by general 
taxation. His Administration has lived up 
to its lawful income. The most extravagant 
of Mayors could not have spent more with- 
out violation of law. Hence it is the protec- 
tion of law and not Mr. Harrison’s personal 
or official thrift which the people must thank 
for keeping municipal expenditures within 
$4,000,000 a year during his Administration. 
The policy of retiring city scrip already 
issued and refraining from issuing new serip 
had already been inaugurated prior to his 
Administration: and a return to that practice 
would have incurred. universal and immedi- 
ate condemnation. Mr. Harrison's econom- 
ical virtue has consisted in not spending 
money he couldn’t get. But his influence

it has been for them), but the public do not 
look upob it in the same light. 

The comparison of the number of saloons 
during Harrison’s and the two preceding Ad- 
ministrations is not of as much moment as 
he seems to think. His statement shows that 
in 19734 there were 3,082 licensed saloons; 
in 18789 there were 2.938, and in 1882-3 
there were 3,785; and that the proportion to 
population in these several epochs was re- 
spectively one saloon to 127.8, to 161.4, and 
145.8 people. In 1873-’4 the city was crowded 
with strangers engaged in rebuilding, and 
the enormous disbursement of moneys inci- 
dent to the work naturally encouraged ex- 
travagance in individual expenditures. Reg- 
ulation of saloons and eonduet was a much 
more difficult task during that period than 
ever before or since. As between the Heath 
and Harrison Administrations, the May- 
or’s own statement shows that there 
are now nearly 1,000 .more licensed 
saloons, and their proportion to the popula- 
tion has been increased from one to 161.4 to 
one to 145.3 of the people. There is reason to 
believe that the number of unlicensed saléons 
is 
number of disreputable places, which should 
have no license on any terins, has increased 
enormously. Mr. Harrison virtually admits 
the charge against the low aud lawless 
saloons by urging that it is in the power of 
no man to control them. This is a begging of 


the question which shows merel heis not | 
os 2 veys clearly enough its intention that the 


the man to enforce order and decency in the 
saloon business. The fact is thatthe Mayor’s 
authority in the matter of licenses is abso- 
lute, and no man exercising that authority 
can excuse the toleration of hundreds of hell- 
holes that infest certain districts in this city. 
Indeed, Mr, Harrison rejects a powertul 
auxiliary in the efficient exercise of the 
license power by opposing the proposition to 
fix the fee at a figure which will limit the 
number of saloons and assure responsibility 
among those who run them. 

Mr. Harrison further makes a plea for 
mortgaging the future to provide certain 
improvements which in themselves would be 
very desirable; but his plan suggests a repeal 
of the constitutional limit to municipal in- 
debtedness which has undoubtedly saved 
Chicago from bankruptcy, Such a recom- 
mendation is scarcely in the line of economy to 
which he laysclaim. His campaign document 
is replete with just such inconsistencies. 


THE CATHOLIC CLERGY AND HIGH 
LICENSE. 

The part taken by the Archbishop of Chi- 
cago and his clergy in promoting the cause 
of temperance is a step in the right direction. 
The formation and encouragement of tem- 
perance societies among their flocks must in- 
evitably result in great individual good. 


Their power is so great that it cannot but 


command respect for their views and wishes 
on this important subject and stimulate the 
temperance workers among the Irish to still 
greater exertion. Equally creditable have 
been the labors of the Jesuit father, Van der 
Eiden, whose powerful appeals have induced 
over 2,000 men to come forward and take a 
pledge that they will not drink againina 
Nothing less, however, should have 
been expected of them than that they would 
enroll themselves on the side of temperance. 
Even in ordinary times and under ordinary 
circumstances they could not afford to re- 
main silent in the presence of an evil which 
is making more havoc among their flocks 
than in those of other denominations. At 
the pregent time, however, the temperance 
question is one of the most prominent topics 
engaging the attention of the public. Moral, 
respectable, and law-abiding citizens are unit- 
ing in an effort to restrict the evil. There is 
a loud and urgent demand for reform, for 


the saloon is gaining a dangerous power not 


alone in spreading crime, in menacing life 
and property, and in impoverishing its 
patrons, but in directing and controlling pol- 
itics through the immunity granted it * cor- 
rupt and venal men in authority. 

To restrict this dangerous growth of its 
power, the better classes of the community 
are seeking to enact high license, the only 
weapon, as experience has shown, which is 
strong enough to grapple with it and hold it 
in check. One prelate in the church, Bishop 
Ireland, of Minnesota, has made a powerful 
appeal for high license to his people. and to 
the members of the Legislature of his State, 
and has set forth in unanswerable form the 
reasons why it should be enacted. He has 
been a life-long worker in the field, and 
knows the nature of the evil against which 
he has fought so long and stoutly. His ex- 
ample is one which certainly commends itself 
to the Archbishop and his clergy in this city. 
Their united effort to convert individuals 
from intemperance is a noble one, and un- 
questionably whl be of much good, since 
their influence is so powerful, but their work 
should not stop with individuals. Let them 
follow Bishop Ireland’s example and direct 
their batteries against the low saloons also. 
Furnishing men with poison is only one of 
the evils which have their origin in them. 
Their keepers are in league with gamblers, 
pickpockets, thieves, prostitutes, and slug- 
gers. They not only make a man drunk, but 
they strip him of all his money. They not 
only rob the poor devil who enters one of 
them, but they furnish the rendezvous for 
thieves and sluggers, who sally out from 
them and waylay and rob citizens and find a 
safe retreat in these dens after they have ac: 
complished their villainqus purposes. They 
attract the young with musie and dances 
and lascivious pictures. No moral parent 
would wish his boy to be on State street day 
or night. For blocks almost every door 
leads the way to a sink of vice, which is 
made attractive with ali sorts of allurements. 
High license will restrict the number of 
these dens. This is no theory. Experience 
has proved the truth of the assertion over 
and over again, and it will also restrict the 
swarms of low places which consume the 
wages of the workmamen. 

The Catholic clergy hold in their hands an 
immense power to restrict this evil if they 
would only exercise it. Should they speak 
out together for high license it would com- 
mand instant attention. Itis not too much 
to say that if they were to appeal to the 
Legisiature of this State, as Bishop Ireland 
did to that of Minnesota, it would carry the 
measure. The clergy, as a rule, are averse 
to interference in polities, but thisis not a 
political or party measure. The effort to 
secure high license is an effort to regulate a 
great evil, to replace a corrupt Administra- 
tion with on honest one, to substitute good 
government for bad government, to save the 
young from acquaintance with evil, to save 
workingmen from the vampires who bleed 
them, to save men from the jailland the poor- 
house, to protect women and children from 
_cruel treatment. All honor to the Catholic 
clergy for their efforts in the cause of tem- 
peramee among individuals, but, is there any

- INTERPRETING LAND-GRANTS. 

The elasticity which the administrative 
officers of the Government find in the land- 
grants made by Congress is well illustrated: 
by their action in the case of the New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge & Vicksburg Rallway. This 
road. has never been built. Its grant was 
made “ provided that the eompany shall com-. 
plete the Whole of said road within five 
years,” This condition it has failea to fulfill. 
But Attorney-General Brewster, following 
(it must be said in justice to him) the prece- 
dents of his office, has decided that the con- 
dition incorporated was a condition subse- 
quent, It gave the Government the right to 
effect a forfeiture, but did not work a forfeit- 
ure without action. 

This is a matter of interpretation. It is to 
be supposed that when Congress said the 
road should have 3,000,000 acres provided 
it built the road, that it mbant it, and did not 
mean that it should have the land if it did 
not build the road. Yet that is precisely the 
practical application to which the Govern- 
ment and the Attorney-General carry the 
matter. The Attorney-General goes on to 
argue that the road has the right to transfer 
the grant it has never earned to an entirely 
different corporation unknown to Congress, 
and not by any possibility within its contem- 
plation when the grant was made. 

Inasmuch as Congress, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral said, made the grant to one corporation 
to secure the building of the road, it is per- 
feetly proper for us to permit the corpora- 
tion in default to give whatit has not earned 
to another corporation which Congress could 
not have intended to give anything, for it dia 
not know it. Lf Congress, a body of lawyers, 
had intended to give the grant in question to 
the New Orleans Road, and reserve the right 
to declare the grant forfeited after non- 
fulfillment of its obligations, it was perfect- 
ly able to say so, Its actual language con- 


grant should not pass unless the work were 
done, 

As for the ruling of “ Brewster” that the 
grant, unearned, can be given away to a new 
corporation, it can only be characterized as 
extraordinary. Congress did not give the 
grant to the New Orleans Road with a pro- 
viso that Mit failed to build the Attorney- 
General might give the grant to the first cor- 
poration that caught his ear or eye after the 
default. It it had desired to make the grant 
on those terms it could have done so. But 
the Attorney-General does not hesitate to in- 
duige in supplementary legislation to that of 
Congress. This is a queer example of the 
good old legal rule of construing a grant 
strictly against the grantee. 

But Mr. Brewster’s decision is fully paral- 
leled by the logic with which the Supreme 
Court has interpreted the stiptilation con- 
tained in several railroad grants that the 
land shall, if not sold or disposed of within a 
certain time, be open to settlement by the 
public. This, too, is a condition subsequent, 
and ¢an only be taken advantage of by some 
specilic lawsuit by the Government or act by 
Congress. Congress said that the lands shall 
be open to settlement if not disposed of by 
the road in, say, three or ten years. The Su- 
preme Court says they shall be opened to set- 
tlement provided Congress or the Govern- 
ment does something more. The law said 
the lands should be open, not that Congress 
might have the option of declaring them 
open. In effect, the Supreme Court legis- 
lates that the lands should not be open to set- 
tlement after Congress had legislated that 
they should bé so open. 

The most momentous feature of the At- 
torney-General’s opinion is that, so far as we 
can see, it establishes a precedent under 
which the Southerg Pacific will succeed in 
getting the Texas Pacific land-grant. Like 
the New Orfears Road, the Texas Pacific has 
never been built. Asin the one case, so in 
the other, the route has been occupied by 
another corporation. To this corporation it 
has likewise transferred all its title to its 
land-grant. The Southern Pacific has not 
yet claimed the grant, except in its attempt 


to pass the Southern Pacific Consolidation 


bill; but that it Will soon do so may be con- 
fidently expected. The Texas Pacific grant 
is valued at $25,000,000. It will be a striking 
commentary on the power of the administra- 
tive officers of the Government to see this 
great property passed over by their decision 
from a corporation that never earned it to 
one to which Congress hever meant to 
give it. 


THE ENGLISH ‘BLASPHEMY TRIAL. 

The English Society for the Suppression 
of Blasphemous Literature, instead of strik- 
ing at Huxley, Tyndall, and Spencer, and the 
publishers of the works of Mill and Darwin, 
which would have been absurd and barren 
of any result, have struck at the editors and 
proprietors of a most offensive paper, called 
the Free-Ihinker. published in London. The 
defendants were George W. Foote, William 
J. Ramsey. and Henry A. Kemp. The blas- 
phemous libel’? was contained in the Christ- 
mas number of the paper, and consisted of 
ridicule and insult heaped upon the principal 
Christian doetrines. On the first trial the 
jury were unable to agree, but under the 
rulings of the court, Judge North, the de- 
fendants/ were convicted on the second. 

The events and the result of the trial have 
occasiqned much discussion in England, and 
they are not without suggestive interest 
here. The case was brought under the old 
statute against blasphemy. The prosecution 
contented itself with submitting a copy of 
the paper containing the offensive article 
and proving that the defendants were the 
proprietors and publishers. The defendant 
Foote addressed the jury in his own defense, 
and not only made a strong plea for liberty 
of thought and speech, but a serious attack 
upon the prosecution, affirming that the blas- 
phemy law was “a weapon always ready to 
the hands of mischievous fools or designing 
knaves, and that he was not certain to 
which class the prosecution belonged. His 
address lasted several hours, and he forti- 
fied himself with numerous assaults upon 
the doctrines of Christianity in the works of 
such writers as John Stuart Mill, James 
Mill, Shelley, Byron, Huxley, Matthew Ar- 
nold, Viscount Amberley, and Herbert Spen- 
cer, who had never been prosecutéd, though 
as guilty of blasphemy as he. In conclusion . 
he made a strong appeal to the jury to “close 
this discreditable chapter in English history, 
once for all, and not to allow the serpent of 
religious persecution, which had lain dor- 
mant for fifty years, to again raise its head.” 

The court in summing up the case defined 
the legal meaning of blasphemy as being 
any coutumelious reproach or profane scof- 
fing against the Christian religion or the 
Holy Scriptures, and any act exposing the 
Holy Scriptures and the Christian religion to 
ridicule, contempt, or derision,” though this 
is a narrowing down of the: oid law, which 
according to the English authorities would \ 
render liable to punishment any speculations 
tending to overthrow the accepted doctrines 
‘ot Christianity or that cast any doubt upon 
the inspiration or authenticity of the Script- 
ures. Evidently, however, this wider scope 
of the law could not now be entertained 
without involving a large and goodly com- 
pany of very eminent people, aud without 
raising a hue aud, ery of persecution that 
would at once annul the law itself. The 


meaning of the law in its restricted sense 
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its verdict was a Kemp, 
who had sold the paper, was — to 
three months’ linprisonment, and Ramsey, 


the owner, to nine months. The Judge then 


turned to Foote, the author of the libels, and

English papers, some of them commenting 
very freely upon the undue severity of 
Foote’s sentence. The Times itself com- 
mends it and says: , 

The law of blasphemy as laid down by Mr. 
Justice North, and as practically applied in this 
country during ihe present century, is a law for 
the protectuon of liberty. mass of men 
everywhere bave certain beliefs—cali them by 
what name you will—associated with all their 
nobier impuises, ali their fiver emotions, with 
the joys and sorrows and difficulties of life, and 
with che final mystery death. They ask 
everywhere that these beliefs shall be protected 
from outr sand gratuitous insult. We can 
conceive of no 3 — more essentially reasou- 
able, nor of any more fatal and irrevocable 
proof of irredeemabie vulgarity of soul than 
the refusal to concede it, 

Most of the other papers, however, are of 
opinion that the-court was not actuated by 
the legal bearings of the case or by the rela- 
tions of the defendants to the rights of the 
public, but by a theological prejudice which 
should not have existed in @ judicial de- 
cision. Under the ruling of the court it is 
difficult to see how such men as those quoted 
by Foote could eseape imprisonment if an 
action were brought against them. In this 
country, if such a law were in force and it 
were applied to the case of Mr. Robert G. 
Ingersoll and other free-thinkers even less 
outspoken and outbreaking against Christi- 
anity than he, they would go to the peniten- 
tiary for life, if not to the stake, before ade- 
quate atonement would be made for their * 


lenses.

It ie moving tast- 
ward a degree and a quarter and southward half 
a degree per day. 


THe alarming prevalence of divorce in 
New Engiand is the theme of a great deal of 
grave discussion by moralists, legislators, and 
clergymen. Itis also a popular the with 
maliciously disposed persons of other parts of 
the country who are inclined to skeptical opin- 
ions as regards belief in the superior and pecul- 
jar sanctity, virtue, and culture of the descend- 
ants of the Puritans. It is said that the number 
of divorces granted in the New England States 
aggregates more than 2.000 yearly. Ex- 
clusive of the Roman Catholic classes, whose 
religion forbids the annulling of the marriage 
contract, the ratio which the number of divorces 
holds to the number of marriages is in the State 
of Connecticut one to eight, and in thé other 
States it is scarcely less: This is indeed a sad 
state of affairs. The necessity of doing some- 
thing at once to check what is evidently a tend- 
ency toward the destruction of the family is ap- 
parent. The laws affectina divorce in the New 
Engiaod States have for many years been any- 
thing but severe, and whatever stringency they 
once bad has been almost entirely lost. There 
were formerly five grounds on which divorces 
could be grauted. Now there are nine. Proced- 
ure in the divorce courts is a mockery. The 
marriage ceremony itself is rapidly becoming a 
mockery as well. If a husband does not like his 
wife, or the wife her husband, if it is more con- 
venient for one or both to live in the single 
state, or if either takes a whim to learu of “fresh 
fields and pastures new,” about all that is neces- 
sary is to pay a lawyer's fee and observe a sim- 
ple legal form. A breath can uomake mar- 
riages, a8 a breath has made them, in New 
England. 


GERMANY and Spain have for some time 
been engaged in unsuccessful endeavors to 
come to an understanding on a mutual export 
and import tariff. The attempts to perfect a 
treaty have failed, and now Chancellor Bismarck 
wants the German Parliament to increase the 
import duties on all Spanish goods by 50 per 
cent. The eid man of blood and iron policies 
has a very severe way of expressing his dis- 
pleasure when things go wrong with him. His 
operations against American pork were dictated 
as much by dislike of the country that shelters 
so many refugees from the imperial conscrip- 
tion as by any fear of the introduction of 
trichin toto Germany.

influences, can be nurtured into existence and 
power, One report is to the effect that negotia- 
tions looking to this end have been for some 
time pending with the Mexican Government for 
the purchase of a suflicient slice of territory to 
accommodate the projected colony. This has 
been denied, as it naturally would be; all such 
negotiations are denied till they are completed. 
But whether it is Mexico or Brazil, or wherever 
it may be, there seems good foundation for the 
belief that a plan of the kind suggested is in 
course of arrangement, and that its main feat-

Tun unanimity with which American 
newspapers of ali shades of politios have con- 
dom ned the recent outrages perpetrated in En- 
giand io the name of Irish patriotism is some- 
thing that should prove a useful warum to 
those concerned in the agitation which led to 
them. It is not too much to say that American 
newspapers without a single exception have 
joined in this condemnation, varying vnly in the 
different degrees of expression. Some of them 
have even gone to the length of urging the pro- 
priety of reviving the old Know-Nothing 4doc- 
trines and deciaring that no alien-born citizen 
should be eligible for office. These extreme 
views are, of course, to be deprecated, but they 
serve to show how universal is the popular feel- 
ing against making the United States a basis for 
conspiracy and intrigue against a friendly na- 
tion. The declarations of certain Irish leaders 
that it is the duty af Irishmen to force & war be- 
twéen America and England are beginning to 
bear fruit far different from such as was iniend- 
ed by their autbors.—St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

A BUDGET OF NEWS FROM IRISH SOURCES. 

Loxnox, Mareh 22.—-[{Lrish News Agency. | 
~The Pall Mall Gazette expresses great 
surprise at the comments of the American 
press on the Lady Florence Dixie affair ca- 
bled here. Nobody here now believes a 
word of the whole story. All allusion to it 
in the House of Commons exeites roars of 
laughter on everyjside.

The effect of the youthful voices in the great 
space (the na vo is 150 feet high) before the vast 
aitar, brilliant with silver and gold, and giim- 
mering in the lightof many candies, the grave 
and gracefui motion of the dancers, the kneeling 
multitude of men and women around the altar— 
ali m a scene of weird and impressive inter- 
eat. Nor did it seem at all frivoious or trifling, 
though it certainly was a noveity to the 
stranger.

FRANCE. 
INTERVIEWS WITH PROMINENT PERSONAGES 
IN PARI8—FERRY. 

Panis, March 22.—[(Special Cable.}—-As the 
political manifestations in the streéts, of 
which Paris has been the theatre for the last 
fortnight, are probably creating an impres- 
slon abroad that we are in the incipient 
throes of another revolution, 1 have thought 
it advisable to interview someof the leading 
public functionaries, statesmen, and journal- 
ists, in order to present to your readers clear 
views of the political situation here. On call- 
ing at the Ministry of Publie Instruction, 
which is at present the headquarters of 
Jules Ferry, I found the Premier no 
less firm and eonfident. 1 left him 
with the decided.impression that the danger 
from the Anarchists, if any ever threatened, 
was averted, at least for some months. This 
impression was confirmed by the buoyancy 
of tone at the Prefecture ot Police. 

GIGOT. 

I called on Marbert Gigot, who was the 
head of the police for two vears after the 
downfall of MacMahon. His views were in 
contradiction to the optimism now professea 
at tne Prefecture. He regards the Anarch- 
ists as very real and e  alariming. 
The Anarchists in Paris,“ said he, “* prob- 
ably only muster five or six thousand, but 
are very determined. They constitute a 
great permanent danger, and if the distress 
of workingmen gave them the oppor- 
tunfty they would doubtless be obeyed and 
aided by thousands not now affiliated with 
them. It is a question of life and death for 
France, It she refuses to see this, she will 
some day find herself banned and excom- 
municated from the rest of Europe.“ Gigot 
sald chat he was sure that the Anarchists in 
France, Italy, and Spain are in active sym- 
pathy with the Russjan Nihilists. 

VINDREUX. , 

M. Andrieux, Prefeet of Police, took quite 
as serious a view of the matter. The An- 
archists, I should gay,” he remarked, ** mus- 
ter several thousand in Paris, and, though 
overawed by the firmness of the Government, 
they are not done with. Finding they can 
no longer make street demonstrations of the 
kind we saw on the 9th of March, they will 
ere long—or I shall be much surprised—have 
recourse to dynamite. Happily, even after 
all the attacks made upon it by the munici- 
pality, the police force of Paris is still strong 
in dicipiine. The spirit og the Republican 
Guard is also’ satisfactory, and a sufficient 
force is available and ready to repress dis- 
order. Thereis no doubt whatever that the 
Anarehists are the direct outeome of the 
Internationale, and that Bakounine has 
largely inspired them,” 

HUGUES. 

M. Clovis Hugues, the young pot 
Deputy, who for a moment dreamed that 
he might become the leader of a peaceful 
Socialistic movement in France, treated the 
Anarchists in a very off-hand manner. 
There are not 300 of them in Paris,” said 
he; but, to be sure, they are resolute. The 
Parti Ouvrier,on the other hand, has at 
least 500 to 600 recognized representatives, 
with 15,000 or 20,000 genuine workingmen 
behind them. I do not believe that there 
was on Sunday the least danger of a 
revolution. But if the Government 
tails to keep the promises made on the 19th 
of March, and does not quickly do something 
to improve the condition of the working 
classes, I think it very likely that the suffer- 
ing and starving people will go into the 
streets and claim their rights with arms in 
their hands. I do not mind saying I shall 
wish them a hearty success if that day ever 
come, and it may come in a few months, 
though not at once. Rest assured the 
Anarchists will not reap the benefit of the 
revolution, but rather the Parti Ouvrier.“ 
Hugues added that he did not attach any 
importance to the assertions that the Royal- 
ists were responsible for the recent mani- 
festations. : 

ROCHEFORT, 

Rochefort says: Ot course, the Clericals 
and Monarchists were at the bottom of the 
whole manifestation on the 9th of March, 
equally. Of course, none of them were ar- 
rested. They have the money-bags. There 
are certainly not 150 real Anarchists in Paris, 
though I dare say a great many more call 
themselves Anarchists. What are the An- 
archists? What do they want? They don’t 
know themselves, or, if any know,“ he 
added, as a thought or afterthought struck 
him, they are only Krapotkine and a few 
other friends of mine. They are not Col- 
lectivists, for they condemn such Colletiv- 
ists as Joffrin La Busquiére. They are 
nothing. As to Ferry, he is a brute, an 
idiot, an ambitious intriguer, dying to make 
a coup d’autorité, and to shoot somebody. 
Letween ourselves, though, his time may be 
short, for I have it on the authority of an 
intimate friend of President Grévy that the 
latter only made Ferry Premier in the hope 
of wearing out his prestige, as he did with 
Gambetta, Freycinet is his man, not Ferry.“ 
added Rochefort. “ Revolutionin the air ? 
Nota bit of it. A revolution at present 
would only help the Anarchists. There was 
never any intention to make a rlot on Sun- 
day. The whole thing is a scare of the 
Royalist papers. I don’t believe there is any 
connection between the Anarchists and the 
Nihilists, or between the Anarchists and the 
Fenians. If you talked to a French Anarch- 
ist of Nihilism he would not even know what 
you meant. They haye certain community 
ideas with the Russian and Irish agitators— 
votia tout.”

M. Arthur Meyer, proprietor of the Gau- 
lois, says:: This Government will last till 
some strong man—may bean Imperialist, 
a Royalist, a Monarchist, or a Republican, or 
you or I, or any one who has pluck and de- 
termination, will get.on a horse and wave a 
sword.

A IIGHT-FINGERED WOMAN COMMITTED TO

THE EX-PRESIDENT OF MEXICO, 

The next toast was then read. ‘Lhe senti- 
ment was received with cheers and long-con- 
tinued applause: 

„Gen. Portirio Diaz—Ex-President of Mex- 
ico, the friend of the United States—both 
sister Republics—they are rivals only in de- 
veloping the resources of the 8 Con- 
tinent. We welcome Gen. Diaz to Chicago 
no less asthe advocate of American com- 
merce and civilization than as the dis- 
tinguished chief who has enjoyed the high- 
est honors of his country.” 

Gen. Diaz, upon rising to respond to this 
sentiment, was greeted with an ovation. His 
address, as interpreted subsequently by Min- 
ister Foster, was substantially as fol- 
lows: He des to 0 
acknowledgments to his entertainers 
for the kind words embodied in the toast, 
andinso doing he expressed the wish that 
the pleasant relations formed here might 
— There was every reason why this 
Republic and Mexico should be friends. 
They should not only develop amicable rela- 
tions but they should strive in brotherly com- 

tition to develop the material resources of 

th countries. hen the earth was created 
for man it was contemplated in the divine 
plan that men, in order to enjoy the fruits of 
the earth, should labor to develop them. All 
should faithfully toil to attain this great 
object of Providence. Only in that way 
could a man discharge his duties to his 
Maker and to his fellow-men, ‘This was the 
idea entertained by Gen. Diaz in regard to 
the exaltation of labor. lie thought men 
should be earnest in this competition, and he 
desired to see that vigorous and friendly 
competition established between Mexico and 
this country. Thus might they see practical 
reciprocity in trade and commerce. The 
General elaborated this idea at some e 
and closed by thanking the citizens of Chi- 
cago for their warm-hearted generosity. He 
had seen much to admire here. [Applause.] 

OUR RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 

The next toast was: 

“Our Foreign Relations with Mexico—Re- 
eentiy knit together by new ties of railroad 
vonstruction; with links of steel and iron, 
utilized for all purposes of trade and inter- 
course by the people, the future peace, pros- 
perity, and progress of the continent is for- 
ever secured to republican institutions, 
thanks to the efforts of our Mexican friends, 
as well those present with us as those absent 
from us.” 

Senator Romero made the response. After 
expressing his sense of the honor conferred 
upon him, he made a gallant and compliment- 
ary ailusion to Minister Foster. He recognized 
a poetic sentiment in the toast. The bands 
of iron and steel would not only draw the two 
nations closet. together ‘commercially, but 
they would bring the people of the two 
countries into fraternal personal relations. 

[Applause.] The sister republics already 
possessed all the elements requisit to pre- 
pare them for this union. They had man 
things in common. Both respected humani- 
ty, both guaranteed liberty to all to do as 
they pleased, so long as they respected the 
laws and did no injury to their re * 
bor. Politically and socially the Sefior 
ho that both countries would 
march along together. vieing with each 
other in those works which should 
engage the attention of iiberty-loving peo- 
ple everywhere. {Applause.! Having re- 
moved slavery, both nations were now ready 
to organize new armies—armies of industry, 
such as they had admired at Pullman 
afternoon. With industry, intelligence, and 
moral culture they should become two 
brothers in the race, allowing nothing to mar 
fraternal! relations. 
MINISTER FOSTER. 

The next toast ip order was: : 

he Hon. J: W. Foster—The faithful and 
accomplished American diplomatist. Wecon- 
gratulate him that in the interest of his own 
eountry as well as Mexico’ his services have 
been always crowned b success. Of the 
value and character of his services in this 
ease the evidence is present, and the wilt- 
nesses who accompany bim as guests with 
Gen. Diaz will amply-vouch for his work.“ 

Speaking tofthis toast, Minister Foster 
pleasantiy alluded to the faet that they bad 
heard his voice before. He made an elo- 
quent acknowledgment fox, the compliment 
embodied in the sentiment read by the 
toast-master, and said the hospitality which 
Chicago had extended to Gen. Diaz had 
made a deep impression upon him as upon 
all the visitors. The speaker’s allusion to 
the visit to St. Louis — a little village 

known slightly in Mexico, but unheard of in 
Chicago,” was one of the happiest hits of 
the evening. Ihe speaker said his mission 
in connection with the present trip was to 
prevent the citizens of Chicago from killing 
Gen. Diaz with kindness. 
MEXICAN HOSPITALITY. 

The next toast was Mexican Hospitality— 
The only thing in Mexico without a 
boundary, so far as Americans have yet 
found out.“ 

Ex-Gov. Julius A. Fiske, of Kentucky, was 
next called upon. Gov. Fiske said he was 
admonished by the early mornme that he 
ought to be brief. If the hospitality of Mex- 
ico Was boundless it was also fathomless. 
They were a large-hearted race and they 
had a warm regard for the American peo- 
ple. When the speaker, with other Ameri- 
can citizens, visited Mexico several years 
ago they were rovallx treated. 
They received more attention than crowned 
heads. Indeed, the Mexican people thought 
very lightly ot crowned heads just then, for 
they had just laid one away. |[|Applause.| 
Gov. Fiske gave the details of the Mexican 
trip alluded to at some length. He spcke 

articularly of a dinner which they enjoyed. 

There were twenty-four courses that he re- 
membered. Thetwenty-fourth course was 
roast beef, and from that point several of the 
visitors fell by the way. [Laughter Mayor 
Harrison's moral and pious rule“ in Chi- 
cago was 0 cleverly touched upon by way 
of comparison. Gov. Fiske, looking at the 
Mayor, said he firmly believed that the 
hackmeh of Cordova were almost 
as honest as the lhackmen of Chi- 
cago. A gentleman of the visiting party gave 
a Cordova hackman a 320 gold-piece instead 
of the $1 he intended to give. The hackman 
reported the fact to his poss, and the boss 
gave it to the Mayor; “and then,” said the 
speaker, “it was safe, indeed,” Later the 
$20 gold-piece was forwarded to the Ameri- 
can. The speaker said America wanted to 
‘annex not the territory but the hearts of the 
Mexican people. Gen. Diaz, years ago, had 
said that the gates of Mexico should never be 
closed on the American people. He had been 
as good as his word. He wasa true Repub- 
lican, and the first legislation he secured was 
the passage of a bill making it illegal fora 
President to held office for more than one 
term. Applause. 

THE EARLY PIONEERS. 

Then came the toasts: 

“The Early Pioneers and Settlers of our 
Western Territory—Foutders of .Empires, 
some of them live to see the marvels of their 
work in American progress.“ 

Gen. Frisbie, in responding, said that Chi- 
cago commanded the admiration of the entire 
world. Her record was without 28 
She had risen grandly from the as 
toclay residents of Chicago had good reason 
to Wok forward to the time when this should 
be the imperial city of this country. The 
pioneer work performed in Chicago was then 
touched upon. The energy and courage of 
the pioneers had laid the foundation for this 
magnificent municipality. Gen. Frisbie’s 
eloquent address was frequently interrupted 
by applause. 

ILLINOIS. 

The next on the program was The State 
of IIlinois— Enough said! Look at her! 
There she stands and will stand forever.“ 

Emery A. Storrs responded. Speaking of 
Mexican hospitality fe said that Gov. Fiske’s 
reciial had so fired the blood of his hearers 
that all were anxious to visit Mexico on the 
same terms. Continuing, the speaker said 
it should be understood that the visitor who 
mistakenly paid the Mextean hackman $20 
for, $1 was a St. Louis man. [{Laughter.] 
No Chieago man ever cut up such a caper. 
It had been mentioned that Gen. Diaz, when 
President of Mexico, secured the enactment 
of a law which permiis the President to 
serve but oneterm. Mr. Storrs said he was 
sorry that nothing had been said about 
the Mayor of Mexite. The drive at 
„Our Carter” was fully appreciated. Mr. 
Storrs, aluding to tir’ State of Imo. 
spoke with characteristic eloghence and 
foree.

The Departure This Morning—Toledo, 
Niagara Falis, ahd Washington the 
Objcetive Points. 

Gen. Diaz and party will leave this city at 
9:30 this morning from the Wabash depot at 
Twelfth street. The train will be composed 
of the Wabash car Iowa, for the use ot the 
General and his family: the new Wagner 
palace sleeper Occidental, and one of the un- 
surpassed Wabash dining-ars. A Spanish 
cook who has been with the party since they 
left Mexico has charge of the cooking ar- 
rangements.

From Chicago the party go 
to Toiedo, and thence to Niagara Falls over 
the Michigan Central. They will visit the 
falls Saturday noon and remain there until 
Suuday noon, leaving at that hour for El- 
mira over the Erie Railway. At Elmira the 
Northern Central will take Gen, Diaz and 
party to Washington. The train will be run 
the entire distance as a special, and will be 
under the charge of Mr. H. A. Fisher, of the 
Wabash Passenger Department.

Challenge Cup, valued at $500; for the third 
class $250, and for the fourth class $125. 

A WEST SIDE FIRE-TRAP. 

There is a dangerous fire-trap located at No. 
619 West Lake street, and known as Castle's 
Hall. The building isa two-story brick. The 
hall is located on the second floor, and is Gx 
feet in dimensions, and is occupied by Prot. 
J. H. Lester as a dancing academy, who 
bas a class of between 200 and 300 pupils. 
The ball bas but one means of acvess, and this 
is Up a narrow flight of stairs so steep as to 
amount to little more than a ladder. At the top 
of the stairs is a smali lobby with doors leading 
to the Stairway. opening inside, and through 
which one is obliged to pass in entering or leav- 
ing tne hall. Back of the hall are apartments 
used as living rooms, although not accessible 
from the hail. The first floor is divided into 
store-rooms, and what makes the trap still more 
dangerous is the fact that in one of these store- 
rooms is located a candy manufactory, and in 
the adjoining building, at 615, is an oil store. 
Among the pupils of the academy are a large 
number of children, and one cannot but shud- 
der at the thought of what would happen in the 
event of a fire or stampede. 


THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


The weekly report of the Warden of the 
County Hospital shows that the patients are 
350, against 381 for the previous week, that the 
deaths were 14, and the discharges 105. 


The Hospital Committee yesterday consid- 
ered the matter.of appointing a pathologist for 
the County Hospital, and agreed to recommend 
that the selection be made from the medical 
students in the institution, instead of from the 
outside. :

GIVING THE COUNTY ITS DUES. 
Sherit? Hanchett has worked one reform in the 
management of his office, which promises to 
yield the county a very creditable revenue. 
Under the former administration the custom 
was, itis sald, to make the expenses of trans- 
porting prisoners to Joliet balance with the fees 


paid by the State for such transportation, not- 
withstandi the elficers accompanying mem 
were provided with passes,etc. His rule is to 
accept no passes. but charge up the actual ex- 
peuses to the county, and called the allowance 
from the State, which is 25 cents per mile, and 
turn the amountover to the County Treasurer 
as fees earned. To illustrate, the State allows 
$9 for taking a priaoner to Joliet, but the abso- 
lute cost to the Sheriff is only about $8.50, and 
the difference between the past and the present, 
be says, is that he proposes to pay the county 
what he receives and charge it with what he ex- 
pends. The earnings on this account have 
amounted so far to from $100 to $225 per moath 
iu rough figures, and when he makes hie semi- 
aunual report the amounts earned will be turned 
over.

SEW ER-GAS. 
ONE WAY FOR TENANTS TO HAVE THE 
CURSE REMOVED. 

CHICAGO, March 22.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Having bad a little unpleasant experience, I 
can speak with some assurance on the above 
topic. The sewer-gas evil is tenfold worse 
thao most people imagine iu this city. Landiords 
will not be apt to worry themselves much about 
the condition of things in their houses unless 
compelled to do something. 

There is one way to bring about the desired 
improvement. The matter is in the tenant's 
own hands. The trouble is, however, tenants 
are tov passive, and seem to think they may be 
run over and stamped upon by the owners of 
buildings in which they dwell. This is not so. 
Tenants are to be congratulated that the law 
Will heip them out. But they must use their 
noses and other faculties, for thousands here 
are being slowly poisoned, and yet they do pot 
know it. Tollustrate: A year since 1 took a 
house, the sewerage of which wassaid by the 
owner to be perfect. The basement was found 
to be damp, andcontinued so. On examination 
we found a wretched catch-basin in the middie 
of the cellar or basement. After long and con- 
stant unging said basin was removed and placed 
outside, where it ought to bave been in the 
Urst place! Ihen we thought all would be well. 
But, alas, there was yet something a thousand 
times worse then catch-basins. That sickly odor 
of sewer-gas began to appéar, not © gr the 
waste-pipes, Dut through a defec e soil-pipe 
out into the cellar. As we were not able to get 
this fixed our children began to be affected, to 
lose health and spirits. 

After waiting in vain some months we com- 
Plained to the Health Officer, who sent a man to 
examine the pipes. The landlord was warned 
to fix the same, and at last a trap and venti- 
lator were placed outside the house near the 
curb. After this there was no more trouble, 
although the whole effort thus made to save 
the lives of our children cost a good deal of bard 
feeiing On both sides. But the victory on our 
part was worth ail it cost, and the writer u 
all troubled in this way te go and do likes 
It may save doctors’ hills, sickness, and death. 

Do not forget that in this case we refused to 
pay the rent until the evil was removed, This, 
and only this, will bring such landlords — terms.

The Canadian Steamboat Lines. 
Among the steamboat lines which have not 
yet been mentioned is the Northwest Transpor- 
tation (Canadian) Company, with its hbadquar- 
ters at Sarnia. There will be four boats in this 
line the coming season. The United Empire i 
a new boat, and vesselmen generally pronoun 


‘her the finest vessel of her.ciass on fresh water. 


She is a wooden steamer, with propeller. Her 
length is 265 feet, beam 38 feet, and 1.500 tons 
burden. There are double engines and boilers, 
and she will have steel arches. Her engines are 
placed so unusually near midsbips as to leave a 
hold of 15,000 bushels capacity abaft the engines. 
There are, besides the officers’ quarters, sixty- 
three staterooms, There is accommodation on 
the main deck for 300 steerage passengers, who 
will also have a commodious dining-room. The 
saloon and cabins are elegantly finished, and 
these will be illuminated by the eleetric 
light, the first instance of the innovation on 
tresh water. The wheel is eleven feet six incbes 
in diameter, and it is expected that her speed 
Will reach fifteen miles an hour. The cost of 
the vessel is stated to be $150,000. She will be 
commaygaed by Capt. E. Robertson, and Thomas 
Pettigrew, chief engineer of the line, will act as 
engineer. The steamers Oatario and Quebec 
have been in dry-doek at Detroit for a general 
overhauling, and will buve a complete new outtit 
of carpets and general furnishing. The Maui- 
toba will also bave some seasonabie repairs 


‘made, The Quebec will be commanded by Capt. 


J. Moore, the Ontario by Capt. James McMaugb., 
and the Manitoba by Capt. Morrison. These 
boats will run on the usual route from Sarnia to 
Duluth, galling at Prince Arthur's Land- 
ing. The line will be under the ken- 
eral management of Mr. James H. Beatty, 
the founder of the company, and it. is 
represented here as formerly by Mr. 4 
Bain, freight and passenger agent for the West. 
In Toronto harbor the stemers Chicora and 
Southern elle are undergoing large and expeu- 
sive repairs and improvements. The work on 
the Chicora comprises a system of general re- 
pairs and new furnishing, and the cost will be 
a em $10,000. Capt. Harbottie will be iu com- 
as on former years, an announcement 
~ tho travel public will receive with a high 
degree of satisfaction. It has been already 
mentioned that. the Chicora will be placed on 
the usual route between Toronto and Niagara.

A New Elevator Law. 

The following bill bas been introduced into 
the New York Legislature, and the progress of 
ts consideration will be anxiously watched by 

jvesselmen generally: 

Suc. I. Tae maximum charge for the transfer 
of grain by means of floating or stationary ele- 
vators shall be as follows: For eleyating, recelv- 
ing,weighing, and delivering, or fuf transferring 
grain trom the hold of lake vessels or canal- 
boats by means of elevators, the entire charge 
shall not in any case exceed three-fourths of a 
cent a bushel, and which shall include all the 
costs of what is commonly called trimming to the 
leg of the elevator, where grain is elevated out 
of or transferred from or out of the hold of any 
canalboat ar vessel. 

Sue. 2. Whenever the master or owner of any 
vessel, being either a lake vessel or canalboat, 
shall deliver its cargo slongside of any elevator, 
or warehouse, or structure used for the storing 
or transfer of grain, or alongside of any wharf 
or dock to which such cargo was assigned, such 
delivery shall constitute and be a delivery of 
cargo, and shall be subject to no charge what- 
ever of any kind for unloading said boat or ves- 
gel, and such boat or vessel shall be exempt 
from avy charge tor barbor towimg from and to 
the usual place of landing.

INSANITY IN ILLINOIS. 
SOME INTERESTING FACTS FROM THE RE- 

PORT OF THE STATE BOARD OF CHARI- 

TIES. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 21.—[Special.}— 
The seventh biennial report of the Board 
of State Commissioners of Public Charities 
made its appearance today. The following 
is an abstract of that portion of the report re- 
lating to the insane persons in this State 
and the anner in which they are cared for: 

As is well known, the tenth ceneus, in 1880, was 
taken under au amended act, which provided 
for the employment of pa agents for the 
collection of statistics of particular subjects. 
The collection of the statistics of the defective, 
dependent, and delinquent classes was intrusted 
to Mr. Wines, the Secretary of the Miinois State 
Board of Publie Charities, who devised a system 
of special schedules, which was adopted by the 
Superintendent of Census. Mr. Wines also pro- 
posed to supplement the work of the enumerat- 
ors by correspondence with physicians, after the 
method first pursued by Dr. Jarvis in Massa- 
cbhusetts in 1 which was doue. Great pains 
was taken to secure a complete and accurate 
result, and the present census shows that there 
were in Liinois on the Ist of June, 1180, 5,134 in- 


sane persons. 

Assuming thé accuracy,of the consolidated 
list above referred to, thi® is an apparent in- 
crease of 70 per cent within ten years. sim- 
ilar increase is apparent in all parts of the 
United States. The total number of insane re- 

rted in all the States in 1870 was 387,422, and in 
880 it was 91,997, an apparent increase of 245 
per cent. The actualiocrease has not been so 
great, The census of 1880 was undoubtedly de- 
fective and untrustworthy. 
HOW DISTRIBUTED, 

We take it for granted that among the 5,134 
insane persons re ed in Llinois there must 
have been a considerable number who require 
no special care, or at least who ought not in any 
way to be restricted in their personal freedom; 

reons capable of supporting themselves by 
ir own exertions, and whose peculiarities are 
amusing or annoying rather than hurtful to 
tbemseives or to others. There must also be 
many who uire care, but are not proper sub- 
jects of public care. It is impossible to say how 
many of the total number are Ot subjects for 
custody and treatment on the part of the State. 
The whereabouts of these alleged insane per- 
sons. at the time of taking the census, was as 
follows: :

IN CUSTODY OF THE STATE. 

Now, of the 5,000 insane in Illinois, as we have 
already said, not more than 2,000 are in the cus- 
tody of the State authorities. We concede that 
of this 2,000 some might safely, and perhaps 
profitably, be discharged, were it not that their 
friends, from want of comprehension, or of sym- 
pathy, or of firmness, are not capable of hand- 
ling and caring for them properly. But the re- 
sponsibility ot the Legisiature is not limited to 
the minority, of whom it bas assumed the care 
and custody: it is equally responsible for the 
condition, the security, and the well-being of the 
majority. of the insane, who are not in State ia- 
.Stitutions, but are uponzthe county farms or in 
private houses. 

it must also be borne in mind that the number 
of the insane is pot a fixed number, but is con- 
tinually increasing. If there should prove to be 
70 per cent more insaue in IIliaois in 1890 than 
there were 830 the number then to be re- 
porves will not be less than 8,500, instead of 5.000. 

Legisiature must regard the future as well 
as the present in dealing with this question. 
OUTSIDE OF STATE CUSTODY. 

When, in 1869, two acts took effevt, creating 
the two hospitals for the insane, at Elgin and at 
Anna, there were probably 3,000 lunatics in the 
State, of whom about 500 were in the bospital at 
Jacksonville and 2,500 were unprovided for. 
Since that time, the two hospitals named hbave 
been completed, *

personal attention necessary to be given to 
the patient 1s u drain upon the time and upon 
the energies of the relatives, which tends to di- 
minish their capacity to carn a competent sup- 
port for themselves and for those dependent 
upon them. It is a common remark that the 
tendency of insanity isto pauperism, and that 
it pau ses entire families, where help is not 
accorded from outside sources, or where family 
pride leads them to refuse to accept 1, There 
is also the danger of the communication of 
complaint through sympathy to those 
connected with the 
who may therefore be presumed to be peculiarly 
liable to the same misfortune. 

The objecaon to the care of the insane by 
counties is that couoty boards will not ordinari- 
ly furnish upon the county farms, or even in 
county lunatic asyjums, the necessary attend- 
ance and medical care. The commingling of 
sane and insane paupers upon the county farms 
isa great evil,and steps should be taken to 
remedy it. An almsbouseis a pauper institu- 
tion, maintained at the caeapest possible rate, 
in order to discourage pauperism, and because 
of a more or less gencrally received notion that 
the misfortuues of the pauper are usually due 
to his own improvidence or misconduct, so that 
but little sympathy is felt for bim in his forlorn 
estate. A cheap institution necessarily has a 
cheap mam at its bead; and it is not at ali an un- 
common occurrence tor a county board to let 
the care of the paupers on the county farm to 
the lowest bidder. ' 

in the better class of almshouses the patient s 
personal wants are fairly well attended to; but 
even in them he does not receive anything like 
the amount of care which is given bim ina well 
regulated State insticution, where he is under 
the constant observation of a stalf ot specially 
educated ysiciaus, and in the hands, by day 
and by night, of trained attendants. The county, 
authorities understand this so well that it isa 
rare thing to nud a County Judge, or Sheriff, or 
Clerk. who does not desire to have the insane 
upou the county farm transferred to a State 
asylum, for their own sake, as well as for the 
sake of the county. 

THE COST OF CARE BY TUE STATE. 

The only valid objection to the care of the in- 
sane by the State is that drawn from the im- 
mense cost of such care. The State of Lilinois 
bas four hospitals for the insane, for the con- 
struction of which it bas paid, in the aggregate, 
including the cost of land, buildings, furniture, 
and fixtures, about $2,500,000; or at the rate of 
about $1,200 tor each patient accommodated in 
them. For the purpose of making a rough esti- 
mate, we assume that 1,000 of the 5,000 insane in 
the State need no asylum provision of any kind. 
Of the remaining 4,000, 500 are provided for in 
the Cook County asylum, which would leave 
about 1,500 to be provided for by the State. If 
tne sysiem of State care should pre- 
vail, and continue to ’ us it 
has heretofore been, the policy of the 
Stute at the rate of $1,200 a bed. it would cost 
$1,800,000 to furnish the necessary land, build- 
ings, and 1 for these 1,500 lunatics. The 
per capita cost of maintenance of tunatics in 
the completed hoapitals at Elgin, Jacksonville, 
ana Anna for the last two years bas been a trifle 
less than $200 perannum. If the State should 
undertake to waintain at its own expense 3,500 
lunatics, the annual cost of their maintenance 
would be, at the rate named, $700,000; and it 
would tend to increase with the increase in the 
number of patients resulting from the growth 
of the Stute in population and the constdnt oc- 
currence of new cases of insanity. These fig- 
ures, presented in this aggregate form, are 
alarming; and it is not surprising that we should 
shrink from their presentation or their contem- 
piation. 

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE QUESTION. 

But, per contra, it should be considered, 
first, that the cost of construction of build- 
ings for the insane may be and should be ma- 
terialiy reduced. The State Board of Charities 
is engaged in au earnest effort to reduce it. and 
will reduce it if the requisit authority and 
power are conferred upon this board. Second, 
with respect to supportit is not easy to see. 
how the insane can be maintained more cheaply 
than they ure in the State institutions withuut 
depriving them of comforts which are essential 
to their well-betnz; and the expense of main- 
talum them, in the aggregate, is not diminished 
by dividing it into smallersums and apportion- 
ing it amoug the counties, or leaving it 
to be defrayed from private purses. 


HOW THE DIFFICULTIES MAY BE MET. 


The problem is not ove incapable of solution, 
and the difficulties to be met may be met by the 
adoption of either one of several distinct courses 
of action. 

I. The State may assume the entire cost of 
maintaining the insane, includgng the provision 
of the necessary bulidiugs, etc., for their ac- 
commodation. The adoption of this policy 
would not cost the people of the State a penny 
more than they would have to pay in conse- 
quence of the adoption ef any other. The only 
difference would be that the State would have 
entire control of the insane, and that ali the 
money paid for their maintenance by the 
ple would go tbrougn the State Treasury and be 
—— for to the people by the State offi- 
cials. 

2. The State might divide the expense of 
maintaining the insane bet veen the State and 
the counties in either one of several ways. It 
might provide the necessary grounds and build- 
ings, appoint its own officers to take charge of 
them, and collect from the counties a fixed sum 
per week, as might equitabiy be determined, tor 
the maintenance of each insane pauper com- 
mitted by any county toa State hospital or asy- 
lum. it might charge the counties with the en- 
tire cost of maintenance, or with a portion of 
such cost, aud make up the deficit by direct ap- 
propriations from the State Treasury. 

3. The State might refuse to do anything 
more in the direction of the construction of bos- 

ital buildings or of the maintenance of lunatics 

nthem. It might throw the entire burden upon 
— and refuse to do anything for their, 
relief. 

One or the other of these three courses must 
be pursued. Either the State must do it all, or 
the county must do it all, or each must doa 
part. Butit is the State and not the counties 


which alone has the power to decide which ot 


the three plans indicated shall be adopted as the 
permanent policy of the State. 


THE SENATE. 
THE GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 22.— [Special.] —Sen- 
ator Secrest called up the General Appropria- 
tion bill on the opening of the session this morn- 
ing, and had it read a third time and put on its 
passage. The several items which were referred 
to when the bill was on second reading aggre- 
wate $2,707,100, which is $17,400 less than the last 
general ‘appropriation. The bili was finally 
passed, after several calls for absentees and fre- 
quent verifications of the roll-call, by a vote of 
yeas 27, nays II—a strict party vote. Senator 
Kirk came in at the last moment and saved the 
day. 

POCKETED PETITIONS. 

Yesterday's shower of petitions on the sub- 
ject of woman's suffrage and a probibitory 
amendment to the Constitution was more than 
repeated, and .the prayers of the petitioners 
duly dumped in a very large waste-basket. For 
some reason or other the fun-loving members 
of the Senate seemed to regard it alias very 
amusing, and held up the long-drawn-out peti- 
tions for exhibition, much to the general hilari- 
ty. Senator Kay and Senator Rice protested 
against what they called the disgraceful spec- 
tacle, the latter remarking that the day wou!d 
come when those engaged in laughing at peti- 
tions of over 70,000 citizens would regret 
their acthon, just as the statesmen of 
bygune years regretted the treatment they 
bat once accorded the movement to 
ameliorate the condition of the colored race. 
Farmer Whiting, in an unusually snappy and 
sensible speech, said be was in favor of storm- 
ing the fort of intemperance by a prohibition 
bombardment, but, realizing it wus a question 
which could not be cured by legislation, he 
hoped to repress the evil of intemperance by 
the passage of a high-license bill. After this 
the fun ceased, and the remaining procecdings 
under this particular head were as @ecorous as 
those of a well- conducted prayer-meeting. 
Among the remaining petitionswere the bigh- 
license resolutioas recently adopted by the min- 
isters of Chicagu, which were presen in a 
short speech by Senator Condee.

CRIMINAL COUNTS,

read a third time and passed. 

PERMANENT DISABILITY BENEFITS. 

The bili to allow secret society insurance com- 
panies to pay permanent disability benefits to 
members, as weli as insurance at death, was aleo 
passed. The bill is an amendment to the act 
concerning corporations, and provides that 
“associations and societies which are intended 
to benefit the widows, orphans, heirs, ana 
devisees of deceased members thereof, and 
members who have received a permanent disa- 
bility, and where no annual dues or premiums 
are required, and where the members shall re- 
ceive no money as profit or otherwise, except 
for permanent disability, sball not be deemed 
insurance companies,” 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

The Senate bill providing for the compulsory 
education of dhildren between the ages of 8 and 
14 years of age was taken up on second reading 
and occasioned a somewhat interesting debate. 
Mr. Crafts movéd to strike out the enacting 
clause, and argued against the bill because it 


inflicts penalties on officers who do not pros 
cute parents who fail to comply with its pro- 
visions. 

Mr. Stimming supported the bill as a just 
measure and as calculated to benefit the chil- 
dren ofthe country. He bad had personal ex- 
perience with the workings of the compulsory 
educational system, and he was familiar with its 
excellent results. 

Mr. Line rar said the Democratic side might 
regard the measure as undemocratic, but the 
principle it embodied was of high importance. 
Education was the bulwark of freedom and of 
American institutions. He had voted against 
roposition two years ago, but mature re- 
flection had convinced bim of its efficacy, and 
he hoped it would pass. The term for which the 
children were «ompelied to be in school was 80 
limited that no hardship could be inflicted upon 
a family for this reason. 

Mr. Haines spoke at some length against cer- 
tain provisions of the bill, but not in opposition 
to education. He was desirous of having the 
bill amended so as to meet emergencies where 
compulsory attendance of children would prove 
a burden to witows demanding the labor of 
children for their support. 

Mr. Purnell indorsed the remarks of Mr. Line- 
gar that the bill would prove a safeguard to the 
institutions of the country. The principle in- 
volved was ove which no Representative could 
afford to oppose. No substantial amendment 
had been proposed, and until there was a valid 
reason given why it should not pass he sbould 
favor it. In answer to the objection that the 
bill would fill the jails of the State with persons 
who would refuse tocomply with its provisions, 
 ¢ said the jail was the proper piace for all who 

fused to give proper education to the chil- 
dren under their control. 

Mr. Mitcheil urwed the passage Of the bill asa 


pioneer — in tne right direction. 
Mr. Kimbrough was 5 entirely convinced 


that a compulsory educgtion bill contained 
more good than evil, but was willing that the 
experiment should be tried. The taxpayers of 
the State who paid taxes for the support of 
publie schools had the right to demand that all 
children should receive the benefits of the 
school fund. He compared the benetits of edu- 
cation in Europe, gdrawing an _ especial 
contrast between russia and France, 
and assuming that the defeats of the 
latter in battle were due to the superior educa- 
tion of the Germans, 

Mr. Crafts’ motion to strike out the enacting 
clause was defeated, and Mr. Quinn, who seems 
to have constituted himseif the special cham- 
pion ot the Roman Pontiff. offered an amend- 
ment compelitng school authorities to supply 
books and ciothing to cbildren whose parents 
are too poor to procure them. Quinn said he 
was opposed to the bill on principle, but would 
be willing to support it with this amend- 
ment. He redited the universal educational 
advantages of the country, and wanted to 
kvow if the children of free America 
should be driven into the fschool-bouse with the 
Bailiff’s billy and bave the State become the 
guardian of the offspring of its citizens. e 
declared the bill un-American, and said it be- 
longed to the dynasties of Europe. where a boy 
from the cradle to the grave was a mere puppet 
and a machine to do the bidding of a monarch. 
The friends of the bill might say that ignurance 
was the parent ot crime, but it was the educated 
men who committed the great crimes. ji ue heavy 
hand of this law would fall on the poor, while 
the rich would escape its punishment. Educa- 
tion from books would do no good; it was edu- 
cation of the heart which improved the morality 
of the people. ; 

After further debate, Mr. West offered an 
amendment to Quinn’s amendment, striking out 
the provision for clothing.

Architect Egan Gives Up His Case— 
New Suits, Divorces, Etc. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Asked for an 
< Eye. 

A suit in trespass was commenced yester- 
day in the Circuit Court by Alexander B. Lee 
against Dr. A. P. Gilmore and Dr. F. C. 
Hotz, surgeons on the ‘Medical Board of the 
Illinois Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary, to 
recover $10,000 damages for the loss of his 
left eye. He states that on the tstof August 
last he went to the infirmary at the corner of 
West Adams and Peoria streets, and was ad- 
mitted as a patient te be treated for tumors 
on his eye-lids. Dr. Hotz first applied some 
strong solution, probably nitrate of silver, 
nearly every day for two or three weeks, 
then the tumors were lanced, one being 
on the lower lid of the left eye, and two on 
the lower lid of the right eye—and a strong 
solution of sulphate of carbon was applied. 
Then more nitrate of silver was applied 
aloug the lower lids of both eyes every other 
day until Aug. 2%. The appli $ were 80 
strong as to cause much pain, and the eyes 
continued to grow steadily worse. On the 
28th of August Dr. Gilmore applied nitrate 
of silver, causing great pain th in Lee’s 
eyes and head, and the next day the inflam- 
mation had spread over the whole of the 
left eye. This increasea 2 un- 
til the vitreous humor escaped, and eye 
was completely destroyed. Lee claims that 
though the physicians rendered their serv- 
ices gratuitously, they were bound to possess 
and exercise due care and skill, and that it 
— through their carelesness that he lost 
Us eye. 


The Egan Case Collapses Suddenly. 

The case of J. J. Egan, the architect, 
against Cook County to recover about 837,000 
balance due for services, came to rather an 
abrupt termination yesterday before Judge 
Smith. When the jury had been impaneled 
the Judge said he first wished to hear the 
evidence as to the existence of a contract 
between Egan and the county by which he 
was to have a fixed sum. That evidence 
was put in, and was so convincing that 
Egan’s attorney yielded as gracefully as 
possible to the force of circumstances, 
consented to a verdict of $3,000 in favor of 
his client, that being the amount the County 
Attorney admitted was due him.

Ex-Delegate to Congress R. F. Pettigrew, 
of Dakota, who has been in the city for the 
last two days, was yesterday seen by a T- 
UNE reporter at the Grand Pacific, and ques- 
tioned with reference to the prospects of the 
Territory and the possibilities of its being 
admitted into the Union of States.

Its Observance in the Catholic and Epis- 
copal Churches—The Feast of Purim. 
Thursday of Holy week is called Moly, or 
„Maunday“ Thursday, and is observed with 
all the devotions peculiar to a holy day of 
obligation, although there is no absolute 
compuision on the part of the faithful to at- 
tend the devotions. The services of Maunday 
Thursday are in a special manner devoted to 
the honoring of Christ in the sacrament of 
the Eucharist, as it was on the night before 
His death that he instituted the sacrament. 


On this day, also, the Archbishop or Bishop 
of every diocese solemnly co es the 
holv oils in his cathedral church, ‘The oils 
consecrated on Holy Thursday are used in 
conferring the sacraments of baptism, con- 
firmation, extreme unction, and holy orders. 

, ONLY ONE MASS. 

There is only one mass celebra in each 
church of every diocese on this day, that 
s generally a high mass, attended with cere- 
monies peculiar to the nature of the day in 
an ecclesiastical view. The altar is decorated 
with flowers and all the ornaments used on 
first-class feast days. ‘The dea- 
cons wear the finest white silk v ts,

cheerful aspect. The choir generally sings 
the “Kyrie” and Gloria Exceisis * of
